OBSERVATIONS ON A FIELD TRIP TO THE OHIO RIVER FLOOD AREA 


A joint field trip was undertaken by the So- 
ciety and the Ohio State Planning Board for visit- 
ing a number of the river communities mst seriously 
affected by the flood. It was agreed that a sched- 
ule of towns be made and appointments arranged in 
advance with mayors or city managers, council men- 
bers and interested citizens, ; ae 
so that discussions might 
take place between the repre- 
sentatives of the State Plan- 
ning Board andof the Society. 
Accordingly, the week begin- 
ning March 15 was devoted to 
the project. Raymond W. Blan- 
chard represented the SPB and 
Paul Oppermann the American 
Society of Planning Officials. 

It was expected that 
there would be an opportunity 
to meet with a relatively 
small group in each community 
visited and accertain (1) the 
general extent and character 
of flood damage in the commu- : 
nity, (2) the financial resources and general eco- 
nomic background of the community, (3) the measures 
proposed for rehabilitation. 


RIVER TOWN A 


The largest of the towns visited, with a pop- 
ulation of more than 40,000, was one of the hardest 
hit by the flood. Five hundred houses were des- 
troyed; six hundred have been condemned. The total 
bill for damages, according to Engineering News- 
Record, will reach 16% million dollars. 

The bonding limit of the town has been reached 
and, although the city officials would like to a- 
vail themselves of the joint offer of RFC, FHA and 
WPA to help the city to provide two hundred houses, 
the citizens will have to be asked to vote funds 
to purchase lowlands along the river and create a 
park. 

There is no "guide to future development," no 
local plan, no zoning ordinance. The city manager, 
city engineer and chief of police believe, however, 
that it is time for the city to do something about 
planning. 


RIVER TOWN B 


Town B is a townof 6,000 where 90% of the in- 
habitants is employed in the steel mills. During 
the flood 96% of its area was submerged. It wants 
to annex part of Town A which is immediately ad- 
joining and completely surrounds it. Several hun- 
dred houses abandoned and more than a hundred con- 
demned. No initiative being exercised by city 
looking toward assisting people to rebuild, no lo- 
cal moves toward resettling hundreds of families 
who were washed out. The RFC Mortgage Corporetion 
requires home owners to rebuild on higher ground 
if they are to receive federal aid. There is no 
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"higher ground," in fact no vacant property evap 
able in the tom at all. 


RIVER TOWN C 


This town of 17,000 has more than one harasgs- 
ing problem besides the flooé 
damage and the cost of clean- 
ing up and rebuilding. Th 
city manager is able and has 
@ good council and interested 
citizens to work with. Th 
town is saddled with debt; 
municipal costs have been go- 
ing up and the tax base has 
declined from 223 to 14 3/4 
million dollars due to loss 
of several important indus- 
tries in recent years. The 
flood caused enormous damege. 

The town is declinin 
rapidly because several of 
the industries which formerly 
helped support the population 
have closed up and left for good. 


RIVER TOWNS D, E, AND F 


Met with the city manager and several council 
members of Town D, a town of 7,000 with a splendid 
river site, with room to expand which many of the 
other towns lack. It is also bonded to the limit 
and has a_ high tax delinquency. The flood water 
came up to the first floor level of most of th 
houses but no great damage was done. The town is 
the center of an agricultural trading area and is 
better off than some of its neighbors which have 
relied on mining and industrial activity. 

Town E's bonding limit has long since bee 
reached; tax delinquency is high and the tax base 
has dropped, in the last ten years, from over 
million to less than 2} million dollars. The city 
owes $56,000 in water and electric bills. 

Railroad coal mines, which were the chie/ 
sources of local income, have all closed dow. } 
large coal company owns extensive properties con 
taining rich coal seams but has stopped operatin 
them. The population is declining but a large per 
centage of those who romain is on relief. 

Town F also needs industries and payrolls. 
The mayor said the town would close up if the Re 
Cross and WPA moved out. The taxable value of the 
town is steadily dropping, no bonds can be issued, 
and the city owes large light and water bills. 

Railroad shops formerly located here employe 
from five to eight hundred men. Local people ar 
bitter about this important source of income bei 
denied them, particularly, they claim, becaué 
costs of operating the shops elsewhere are higher 


RIVER TOWN G 
This, the smallest of the eight communitiet! 
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has a populetion of 1,709. It is a dor- 


visited, 
mitory for the industrial city across the river, 
with which it is connected by a toll bridge. 

The chief problem is not the flooding of the 


river but the tolls charged at the bridge. Almost 


the entire populetion is employedon the other side 


of the river. 


RIVER TOWN H 


The most attractive of the towns visited was 
Town Hy with a population of 14,000. There is an 
appearance of prosperity despite the fact that re- 
cent flood damage is estimated to have reached a 
total of $1,000,000. When this figure is mention- 
ed in connection with the total tax duplicate of 
15 million dollars its true size is realized. 

Exploring possibilities with the mayor and 
other city officials, we found no rehabilitation 
plens other than those of individuals patching up 
or renovating their own properties. 

The local flood situation had several strik- 
ing aspects: 46% of the town was under water to an 
average depth of 17.& feet. 

There is need for planning and zoning here. 
The town possesses charm but needs leadership which 
will see and make use of its possibilities. 


SUMMARY 
There are three major planning problems in 
these Ohio river towns: 1. One group of towns 


would greatly benefit from but does not see the 
need of a local plan for future development. 2. 
Another group needs an effective state and nation- 
al policy which will fit them into a balanced and 
relatively stable economic program; one utilizing 
local human resources in rational combination with 
local potentielities on the physical side as in 
coal and gas, and salt and related industrial ac- 
tivity. Agricultural production figures in this 
area also. And there are at hand admirable water, 
reil and highwey transport facilities. The first- 
mentioned group has to meet — and if possible re- 
ceive help in solving, - a problem of prior urgen- 
cy: How and whence is the city to derive its means 
to existence? 

5. The third major problem is the periodic 
flooding of the river. This involves a basic ques- 
tion: Are the costs worth the benefits, measured 
in social and economic terms? For the river as a 
Whole the answer is obviously in tke affirmative. 
For some of the individusl communities the matter 
is certainly open to question. Only a regional 
study of a most comprehensive and thorough order 
will provide the data for determining which commu- 
nities along the river have a future and what kind 
of a future it is apt to be. PO

THE OBJECTIVES OF STATE PLANNING 


RUSSELL VAN NEST BLACK, Consultant 
National Resources Committee 


The objectives of state planning are essen- 
tially those of all plenning - to shape things and 
the course of events so that they may best fulfill 
a predetermined purpose. 

State planning is actuated by the purpose of 
accomplishing for the people of a state the maximum 
of convenience, of individual and collective pros- 
perity, and of general well being permissible by 
circumstances and consistent with an intelligent 
use of natural resources. 

Means to the accomplishment of thet purpose 
will vary with individual states according to the 
peculiarities of tools at hand - physical, human, 
political, and otherwise. Degree of accomplishment 
will vary with individual states because of differ- 
ences in inherent possibilities. For much of ac- 
complishment, individual states must extend plan- 
ning beyond their borders in cooperation with other 
states and with the nation, for no state may stand 
alone in shaping either its social, its economic, 
its political, or even its physical destiny. 

Out of such all-inclusive state planning it 
may be found expedient to assign to certain agen- 
cies somewhat limited avenues of approach while yet 
retuining the broad objectives. It is within just 
such a limited avenue of approach that state plan- 
ning boards, as now constituted, can probably be 
most effective. This avenue may be called physical 
planning with a sound social and economic founda- 
tion -— physical planning designed to further social 
and economic progress insofar as physical environ- 
ment may affect man's social and economic well 
being. 


NEW ENGLAND PREPARED FOR BUILDING BOOM? 


New England is unprepared for a building boom, 
according to Victor M. Cutter, chairman, and Joseph 
T. Woodruff, consultant, of the New England Region- 
al Planning Commission. This is the conclusion of 
a recent study of the status of city and town plan- 
ning and of municipal planning and zoning enabling 
legislation in each of the six states, as reported 
in the New England Planning Bulletin for February, 
1937. 

"Today, only 210 New England cities and towns 
have planning boards and but 60 have made plans. 
Only 60 communities of the 1,500 in New Fngland 
have adequate control over sub-division of proper- 
ty. Building codes are in force in but 131 toms 
and cities, end only 168 communities are zoned." 
All of the New England states have municipal zon- 
ing enabling acts, and all but Maine have munici- 
pal planning enabling laws. Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire are the only states providing for effec- 
tive municipal control over subdivisions. 

Copies of the study, "Municipal Planning and 
Zoning in New England," and of the municipal plan- 
ning and zoning enabling acts for each New England 
state may be obtained from the Commission.
